Senator La Follctte s 
statement follows: 
"I am in general accord with the 


economic sections of the report of 
th • minority in so far as they criti- 
civ.o the proposals of the majority 
to reduce the supertaxes upon large 
individual incomes, to repeal the, ex- 
cess-profits tax 
nnd tho cnpital- 


stooli tax, to retain the transporta- 
tion taxes, and to greatly exagger- 
ate the existing disparity between 
corporation and individual nnd part- 
nership taxes. 
"1 feel, however, that the recom- 


mendations and proposed amend- 
ments of the minority will do little 
more than palliate some of the mon- 
strous iniquities of this bill, without 
curing any of its fundamental evils. 


"The correct title of the proposed 


bill should bo "An act to untax 
wealth ivnd 
penalize industry and 


enterprise."

single principle dominates 


the entire bill-—to lift the burden of 
war costs nnd government extrava- 
gances from the backs of individuals 
nr>d corporations of great wealth and 
transfer this burden to those whose 
industry nnd productivity is essen- 
tial U. 'the Nation's prosperity. Not 
Xot only are the supertaxes upon 
the incomes of multi-millionaires cut 
In hull' nnd tho taxes upon the_prof- 
iteorincr of corporations abolished, 
but now loopholes-'are- provided by 
which, in tho future, American capi- 
talists can more and more complete- 
ly fscupe taxation. 
"I shall not at this time attempt 


to deal with nil the errors and evils 
of our fiscal system. In tho course 
of the consideration of tho bill by 
the Senate I shall, however, tnke oc- 
casion to point out some 
of the 


more glaring nnd indefensible de- 
fects and demonstrate that if these 
evils and abuses arc corrected and 
proper measures adopted it would be 
easily possible to raise the burden 
from productivt industry and indi- 
vidual enterprise and at the same 
time prently reduce the taxes upon 
the individual."

Charity Is Held 
Inefficient Today 


Miss Jeannette Davis of 


Welfare Body Out- 


lines Views 


There are two type» af charitv 


the old Good Samaritan type, in 
which the donor puts -his hand into 
his pocket, pulls-out a com, gives it 
to the beggar and goes on his way; 
and the new type, which works 
through a» association 
run 
by 


trained and efficient workers who 
seek to discover ' the fundamental 
needs of the beggar and to enable 
him to meet these needs. 


Miss Jeanette Davis, secretary of 


the Public Welfare association, be- 
lieves that the latter kind of charity, 
which is the work of the association, 
is the one to which Madison people 
will want to contribute and they will 
have the opportunity to do so next 
Saturday on the association's annual 
tag day. 
Discussing the family relief worK 


of the Public Welfare association to- 
day, 
Miss Davis pointed out that the 


purpose of. this work is to put the 
needy family -on a self-supporting 
basis. 
"Take the family of John Jones, 


for instance," said Miss Davis, giv- 
ing a fictitious name, for real names 
are never revealed by the association. 
"We heard that they were in great 
need. A worker was sent there. She 
found that the father was ill; that 
there was no money to buy food or 
fuel; that the children weren't prop- 
erly and warmly clothed. 
We ar- 


ranged to have the father, who was 
in the incipient stages of tuberculo- 
sis, sent to the sanitarium. 
We, got 


warm clothes for the children; found 
work for the mother, and took the 
smaller children into our day nursery 
while she was at work. In six months 
the father had recovered and was 
again able to take care of his 
ocCva ?l|;>0fmilydrodof mtheaacmfwy 
family. What good would $5 or $10 
have done that family if nothing 
further could have been done for it?" 


Among the types of service ren- 


dered by the association in its fam- 
ily work are: supervising families 
with sub-normal mothers; procuring; 
nurses for confinement and emer- 
gency cases; administrating, upon 
appeal from the head of the family, 
the family finances, which in a num- 
ber of cases has freed the family 
from debt in a comparatively short 
time; sending sick to the hospitals; 
procuring work for fathers of fam- 
ilies; sending tuberculer parents or 
children where they could have the 
proper care; and the straightening 
of domestic difficulties.
